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An ExtraB 
of uLittir, written kj Dr. Nathan. Fairfax to the TuhUfhtr^ 
aheut a Bullet voided hy vrine. 

Sir, I fent a while fince by Mr. A, C. to Mr, B. for your felf a 
certain Leaden-Bullet, voided by a Woman at the paffage of 
Urine, the clrcumftances relating to which I defign'd to commit 
prefently after to a Letter^ but was diverted from it till now.The 
rode hiftory of it you may pleafe to take as follows, 

G, Eliot oi Mendlefham'mSujfolk^ a pale, middle-ag'd, full-bo- 
died woman, forely afflicted for fome yeares with a torment of the 
Bowels, was prevailed with by a Neighbour, who had fuffer'd 
much in the like cafe, to fwallow two fit Bullets: whereupon 
fhe found fas he had done before her ) prefent eafe ; but after- 
wards her pains retarn'd and increas'd, and fhe having many con- 
fliiSs for about 15 years, then apply'd her felf to my Apothecary, 
Mr. Gil/fon oiStowmarkety who adminiftred to her in the fit a 
dofe of Lady HollAnds Powder, which (he took in Poffet-drink 
in the Morning, was mov'd gently by it in the after- noon,fpenr 
that night in torture of body with Vomitings, and next morning, 
during the ufe of the Chamber-pot, together with the Urine 
there came that from her, which giving a twang againft the fide 
of the Veffel, furprifed her with wonder, what it fhould be 5 and 
the Urine being poured off warily, there was left in it a heavy 
and fto appearance ) gravelly Stone, of a colour between yel- 
low and red , near as big as on's Thumbs- ends ( as fhe confi- 
dently afTerts to mej) but making ufe of an Hammer, and 
knocking off the outer pars of its crufl, they came at a Bul- 
let inclofed in it^ of a kind of Brazen colour on the out-fide •, but 
cutting a little with a Knife, it proved Lead\N\t\\\n : which being 
difcover'd could eafily be accounted for. Asking her, if no in- 
quiry had been made of fuch a Bullets comming from her be- 
fore, fhe told me that fome dayes after fhe took them, the 
Stools had been (lightly cxamin'd , but finding neither , they 
gave over fearch. She being further ask'd about the bignefi 
of the Bullet 1 She told me, it was apparently bigger when fhe 
took it, than when fhe voyded it. The ftate of her Body in re- 
ference to the Stone being inquired into, fhe faid, that fhe had, 
before and fince that befell her, been a voyder of abundance of 
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red Gravel, and particularly, about three yeare$ after (he took 
c!>em, (he voided a confiderable reddifli ftone. When I ask'd 
lier about the manner of afFe<fiing her Body at the comming 
forth c* sheanfwer'd, *T was much like a common fie of the 
Stone , onely it held her longer ( kfting fome weeks) bow'd 
her fadly forward, ( as a Stone often does in the Vreters^y^^vo- 
vok'd to Vomitings, and particularly flie felt it crowd lower and 
lovver from the Kidney to the Bladder, in the left Vreter. Asking 
her farther , Wether fbe was fure, it came by the paffage of v- 
rine, and not by Siege f She afTur'd me, /he was not miftaken in 
that. And indeed the graveHy Coat , which the Bullet hath , 
ihews fufficiently , whereabout 'twas lodg'd. Inquiring alfo , 
Whether the other Bullet was come from her? She faid ho 5 
tor ought flie knew, 'twas ftill in her body. And as to her 
ftace fince this evacuation , fiie faith , that flie hath had ever 
iince Stone-eollick -pains, but none in fohigh a degree, as be- 
fore. 

This IS the plain relation of the matter of Fad. The Maine 
ufe, I would make of the Mancc ( if it be worth mentioning ) 
is to ftrengthen a conjedure, I have had a long time, of fome 
other pafTage from the Siomack to the Bladder , befides what 
jimtemfish&vs hitherto given accounts of. For that this Bul- 
let never came at the W«ffw through the Veines,Arteries,Nerves, 
Lymphedufis ( the onely veffels that can be charg'd with it) is, 
1 think , beyond difpute. -If it fhall be faid, that Nature, whea 
put tofliifts, finds out ftrange conveyances to rid the Body of 
vvhai: is extraneous and offenfive to it, I readily grant it, becaufe 
many inftances are known , making that good 5 yet I think it 
not fo pertinently urg'd, for as much as fome other Inftances 
feera to fide with it, which cannot be taken offby the fame eva- 
fioo5 viz.. Many do find, that drinking 4 or 5 Glafles of £he^ 
mfh (iov inftance,) within Icfs than a quarter of an hour they (iiall 
have a ftrong lift to make Water, efpecially if the Body hath 
been agitated. Now that it ihould pafs through the Lacteals , 
Veins, Heart, and Arteries, and be ftrain'd from the Blood in fo 
ihort a time, is to me fcar.ce conceivable. 

.But furely :this fliorter p^fftge (wherever 'tis ) is as natural as 
that, byA'thich itfiwuld have gone, had it teiu longer in the 
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Body: Not to fay, how little it Hivorsof the ranltncfs of tlie 
Kidneys, and how much it lefembles thr, whicli it was, before 
'twas taken into the Body. And mcthinks, the conveyance of 
the Milk into the bread hath much affinity with this of the Urine 
into the Bladder 5 the fudden preffing whereof into the Papps 
after the Nurtes drinking ordinary Milk could no more b; explain- 
ed by the ordinary do(5iriue of circulation^ than this of the urine 
into the Bladder, till thelhorter cut was hit uponby theD//c?ft'^ 
thor-acicit, though orditurily it may beftrayn'din {)om the Ar- 
teries, as the Sermt alfo in the Kidneys-, onely in a Milk-floud 
Nature finds fome other Channel there , as here in a Water- 
floud. 

Laftly.^ Sometimes things are fhed forth at the Niples , al- 
moft as much furprizing as this, we have fpol^en of,at the Neck 
of the Bladder. But I am perhaps too prolix in my reflexions, 
of which I defireyou to believe I have as mean thoughts, as the 
Candid ft of Readeis fliall.
